NICARAGUA, March 19. — The Biitlsh 


government, throngh its minister here, 
submitted its ultimatum to Kicbragua. It 
demands a cash indemnity of £16,000 as 
amart money to pay for the expulsion of 
Mr. Hutch, British consular ngont at 
Blueflelds, during the troubles thoro last 
year, Mid alao the appointment of a com- 
mission to adjudicate the damages sus- 
tained by the persons and property of 
British subjects who wero expelled from 
tho Mosquito reservation about the same 
time. 


By the terms of the ultimatum. Great 


Britain is to name one o£ the commission- 
ers and Nicaragua the other, and these 
two are to chooso a third who shall not ba 


citizen of the United States. It was also 


made known that a British warship Is now 
on hor way to Nicaragua to enforce tho 
demands, which must be complied with 
within goven weeks from Fob. 25 last, the 
day of the ultimatum. 


Our Government Interested. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—It is Impos- 


ulble to learn positively whether the state 
department has been fully advised offi- 
cially of tho severe demands made upon 
Nicaragua by Great Britain, as reported 
in the cable dispatches from Managua; but 
from the fact that General Barrios, who 
•was appointed a speouxl ambassador by tho 
Nicaraguan government to endeavor to 
eettle their differences with Great Britain, 
has been in Washington for a week, and 
has paid several visits to the state depart- 
ment in oompany with Dr. Guzman, the 
resident NIcaraguan minister, it is as- 
sumed that our own government is fully 
posted in regard to the matter. 


It cannot be denied that this new in- 


cident, taken in connection with 
tho 


hostile attitude of Great Britain toward 
our sister republic of Venezuela, promises 
to lead to trouble of a character much 
more serious than the little Incident of the 
Alli&nca afialr, which has caused such a 
commotion. 


The administration 
IB evidently r\bout 


to be put In a position whero it must lay 
down a new constrnctiou of tho Monroe 
dootrlne, or else abandon all concern in 
the small republics of Central and South 
America. In Venezuela, it Is alleged, that 
the British are steadily extending their 
boundary Una and encroaching upon Ven- 
ezuelan territory, in spite of the strong 
protests of tbo Venezuelan government, 
and the repeated urging of the United 
States that the question of the boundary 
should be settled by a resort to arbitration, 
not of a part of the question, excluding 
the main Issue as desired by Great Britain, 
but by the submission of the whole issue.

"TheUnited Boys' Brigade of Amer- 


ica" is the title of a new organization, 
formed under the auspices of the vari- 
ous churche?, whoso branches nro spring- 
ing np in every city and town from the 
Pacific coast eastward to tbo Atlantic. 
The boys aro charmed with the idea, 
easily larcd byfiusel trimmed caps and 
military titles and strange -visions of 
warlike glory. There are companies, 
regiments, brigades and battalions, and 
the boys are classified ns privates, cor- 
porals, lieutenants, captains, etc. They 
are drilled by regulation drill masters, 
and they train with real gnus that will 
shoot and bayonets that can pierce. 


And as a companion piece a bill has 


been introduced in congress that shall 
provide for the organization of the boys 
of tha pnblio schools into 
military 


bands. Officers, trained in tha regular 
army, are to be appointed for each 
school to drill the ambitions young 
American whom the state undertakes to 
St for practical life. This is not a law 
as yet, but it seems to have met with 
general approval from the leading mem- 
bers of political society. The grownup 
sons of the middle- classes have long 
"been taught that tho finest thing in tha 
world is to get into a uniform, be able 
uC keep step in the march to the sound 
of file and drum and to handle a good, 
death dealing missile with grace and 
dexterity. And now the children are to 
be brought into line and taught tho 
bea-aties of scientific warfare," and neither 
child nor grownup yonth nor proud par- 
ent ever thinks what the existence of 
large military bodies means or why EO 
much exertion is put forth to stimulate 
them. 


For the past 30 years the children in 


our public schools have had their edu- 
cation saturated with war and military 
glory, more or less, but of late this has 
been intensified. Tho battles of the civil 
war are recounted o'er and o'er; scenes 
of carnage and bloodshed—things o£ 
which the tender, growing minds shctiid 
have no conception—are pictured in a 
sheen of artificial splendor; those leaders 
in war who could most successfully 
harden themselves to the sacrifice of 
human life in order to sack cities or re- 
duce forts are held up for their highest 


loso hold of their close sympathies and 
nffoctions.

Interesting Dctnils of n Plan Adopted by 


:i Chicago Establishment. 


Quite a number of Chicago's large re- 


tail establishments aro at present boing 
conducted on the co-operative plan, and 
tho result is said to havo been highly 
satisfactory to both tha proprietors and 
tho employees. 
Jan. 1 is the date at 


which the distribution of profits takes 
place, and consequently quite a number 
of tho establishments which havo adopt- 
ed tho system made their semiannual 
division of profits within the pasb sev- 
eral weeks. 
Among those which havo 


adopted this method of rewarding their 
employees are Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co., and tho system under which this 
distribution is mado is something unique, 
and well worthy the attention of busi- 
ness men throughout the country. 


When the system was adopted, all the 


BnleKpcoplo who had been in the em- 
ploy of the company one year or more 
were then informed that if the amount 
of their sales for six months exceeded 
tho total for tho same period of time 
during tho previous year they would re- 
ceive a commission—averaging 2% per 
cent throughout the store—on the'ex- 
cess. Immediately the young raoii and 
women behind tho counters began to in- 
crease their efforts to sell goods, and 
when tha first distribution was made 
last July ooine surprising results were 
shown. Shopgirls drawing $10 a week 
in wages received ns high as $80 in 
premiums for tho six mouths. 


The salary of tha employee is raised in 


ratio with the excess of the sales and 
according to the wage percentage which 
governs tho department in which she 
works. If, however, she was successful 
in exceeding tbo amount of sales neces- 
sary to make her salary at the percent- 
age fixed in her department by, say, 
§1,000, she would receive a commission 
on this amount of about 2Jrf per cent, 
or §25. Besides this she woufd have her 
salary raised for the next six'months by 
an amount equal to the commisEion per 
week that she had earned on her sales. 
In this example it wonlu be one-twen- 
tieth of $25, or $1.25 advance per week. 
—Chicago Grocer.
